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Introduction. 

1. Siwana Forests, 40 square miles in area, were taken over and de- 
marcated. 

2. The formation of Fuel and Fodder Reserves in Khalsa villages 
was steadily carried on and 1310 acres in Sojat and Pali Parganas were taken 
up. 

3. Lac Industry — Remembering the similarity of climatic conditions 
it was decided that larvae of lac-inscct (coevs lacca) be obtained from Sindli 
and planted on to suitable trees in Marwar. The year proved too dry and 
the experiment could not be undertaken. It will be instituted as soon as more 
favourable conditions oiler themselves. 

4. Arrangements are in progress for conserving Jalorc and Jaswant- 
pura forests and they will be demarcated us soon as the State stands clear- 
handed of the present famine. 


CH APTE R I. 

ireas md Bomdmes. 

5. The area of Rhalsa forests had an increase of G and that of Jagir 
34 square miles by the conservation of Siwana forests. Tims the total area 
in charge of the Forest Department stood as follows, at the close of the year: —

6. The replacement of Jkacha boundary pillars by masonry ones was 
continued. 114 pillars more in Khalsa and 20 in Jagir forests were put in at 
a cost of Rs. 174/- and Rs. 88/- respectively. The work could not be pushed 
on quite briskly for want of water near the boundary. 
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7. All the hieha pillars were -white-washed and kept in good order. 

CHAPTER II. 

Surveying^ Working Plans, and Plan ot operations. 

8. As referred to in para 7 of the last year’s report, Boglan, Ganga- 
ro-gudho and Karmal forests were further, surveyed and plotted^ along with 
Lampi and Kot from last year’s field work, on to paper by "Forest Banger 
Rakheshur. Banger Chatur Bhuj prepared maps of Somesar, Ganthiand Vagol, 
the field work having been completed lastyear. The field work does not com- 
pare favorably with the turn-out of the preceding two years. The plotting 
was in progress when the year closed. 

9. In Raipur Forest Ranger Jagan Nath had a respectable item of work 

to show. He further surveyed and mapped out 4279 acres in Malani, Lawachan 
and Kalab-khurd forests. Girri and Pachanpura will be next taken in 
hand and the survey in these Jagir forests will be complete by the end of next 
year. ^ 

10. The experimental Working Plan of Besuri forest referred to in 
para 7 of last year’s report was put in force. It could not be taken in hand 
till late in the year and 13 acres of Dhaw (A. pcndula) working circle were 
only coppiced to end of March 1899, Forty standards of Dhau per acre were 
left in addition to the Nim (Melia indi<») trees that were allowed and in Mar- 
war must always be allowed to stand unmolested. - 

11. A Plan of , operations was as usual prepared and acted up to. 
The deviations were too .few to claim mention. 


CH AFTE R III, 

General proteotion^rBreaelies of the Law. 

12. The criminal tribes, with 4he.' exception of Minas of Sadhri, 

Jhumpa, Sewari, Bijapurand Sena, behaved well. The latter (Sena, Sewari &c.; 
continued obstinate and any thinj^ shoft'of a very strong disposition on part 
of the local Magistrates would only induce them further to disrespect the 
Forest Laws. . . - ' ' 

13. Rawats from Kachhabali and Pithan-ka-gudha on the British side 
gave trouble. They are very favorably situate, with a handy market 
(Deogurh) before them, just on the border and they were not idle to make the 
best of their position to pilfer and profit.- They were caught red-handed and 
chalaned ta Hakumat for trial but unreasonable leniency shown to thein 
there only rendered them bolder. 

14. The Grassias of Bhimana and Thandiberi showed some disposi- 
on to reconcile and took out permits for the timber cut which they never 
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15. The Honorary Court of Raipur tried 4 cases involving 13 
persons. Convictions were obtained in 3 and one remained pending. 

16. 23 cases involving 45 persons were cbalaned to Hakumats and 
9 pending from the last year brought the total to 82. Of this 27 cases were 
disposed of and the rest remained pending. 

17. 588 cases were compounded departmentally against 263 last 
year. Of the increase, rather astounding, the new range of Siwana accounts 
for 76 and a dry famine year for the remainder.

Grass s,n& grazing. 

19. As before the forestsremained closed to camels, sheep and goats 
arough-out the year and open to horned cattle from Ist April to end of July 

and again from 16th October to end of the year. 

20. The revenue work of the Grassia villages remained with the 
Forest Department, (para 17 of last year’s report), and the utility of the step 
is making itself felt. 

I 

21. There was very little grass outside the forests and the state 
cavalry (about 1,500 horse and pony) had their supply of grass from the forest 
during 6 months amounting approximately to 60,000 maunds. 

22. As in the last year grass cutting without payment was allowed 
fo cultivators from 15lh October to ISth'Deoembcr 1898 and to non*cultivators 
from 1st November to loth December 1898. After this period market rates 
were made to apply. It is satisfactory to note that the limitation of time is 
gaining favor with the people concerned.

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Forest fires. 


25, Catting of trees and shrubs out of the main fire line between 
Marwar anl Meywar was continued and Bs-i23/ spent over the work. 

26- As stated before the Sirohi Forest officer and the Mirpur 
Jagirdar in Meywar did not again co-operate and thus a length of 11 miles 
only could be gone over. Their forests adjoin the Marwar forests and prove 
no small source of danger whenever on fire. 

27. The main and intermediate fire lines were as usual cut and 

burnt. 

28. The rains held off abnormally and in consequence very little 
grass came up. This very little was, the fodder being so scarce, in its turn 
soon taken away to the last blade by the rightholders and purchasers. The 
country had then the fallen leaves in the forests, locally called Khaka, to fall 
upon. Before the fire season set in the forests were swept clean of every 
inflimable material, grass and leaves, and the forests remained, through this 
natural state of affairs, entirely safe. Only 4 acres as against 2579 last year, 
were burnt in Godhwar Range. The fire was mere accidental and the offender 
was allowed to compensate for it. 

Natural Reproduction. 

29. The year under report proved extremely unfavorable for natural 
reproduction, owing to the absence of rains. Not only there was no natural 
regeneration but seedlings of the previous years that were fast establishing 
themselves died down for want of moisture. 

As stated in para 10 coppice work in Desuri forest was stated as the 
work did not much progress to close of the year the result will be given later 
on.

31. In Raipur forest 70 acres in Kalap Kalan 44*5 in Majhola and 

50 in Lawaohan were decided to be coppiced by contract. Of this 70 acres 
in Ealap Kalan could only be coppiced and 150 camel loads of fuel were sold 
at 13/ per camel. But the demand in fuel soon fell off and the rest of outturn 
had to be made into coal and sold at 1/6 per maund. 31s-606/ were realized 
from as much area last year against Its-319/ this year and in future fuel 
only will be sold and coal making disallowed.

33. The well-holders showed no propensity to take mango plants and 
the nursery at Nagar was in September given up. Of the plants then in nursery 
612 were put out along certain fields where they could occasionally be watered. 
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Of this 197 sarvived to end of the year only to fall prey to the present 
drought. Teak, babul and other seeds were sown into nurseries at Sewari 
and in forests as well only to be lost to the ground. 

34. 920 bamboo rhizomes in Behra and 1000 in Sewari forests were 
planted. They did well for a while but soon died.

35. Babul and Sisso seeds were sown in pits in »Somesar and Kot 
forests. They germinated well but died soon for want of moisture.

36. 10 acres of blank in Badagudha and as many in Deodungri 
forests were sown with babul seed. The germination was good but their death 
for want of moisture was as certain.

37. 5 acres in Ivanuja and Girri were sertm with Dhak, babul &c. The 
seed did not germinate at all.

38. " The old plantation and nursery at Kaka-ji-ki-baori were kept up. 
The plants Mohwa, Mango and Jaman &c arc artificially watered from a well 
and were in good state. No new plants were put out.

40. The roads and paths in Nana and Behra forests were repaired at 
a cost of Rs. 8/0 and Rs. 4/5/0 respectively.

41. Desuri Range . — ^No new roads or paths were laid out. The old 
roads were repaired and kept in good order. 

42. Sojat Range.'— h. new cart road from Gudha Dhamatan to Eajal- 
was, started last year, was completed at a cost of Rs. 119/14/6. It is 129 
chains long. 

43. The cart track from Saran to Bayer was repaired at a cost of 
Rs. 13/15/0. 

44. The construction of the Rughna-ghati bridle path from Khoria 
to Khejri-ka-bala-ki-gawar was taken in hand. 120 chains of it were gone 
over at an expenditure of Rs. 42/7. 
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45. Raipur Range. — Two Bmall foot paths 1| mile long wore laid 
out anew in Kalap Kalan forests as also repairs were done to the old ones.

59. The removal of timber, as was anticipated decreased and that of 
fuel, except in case of right holders, increased. It was a famine year and the 
prospects of trade iil timber were very much obscured. The timber did not 
find a ready sale and traders began soon to withdraw their capital to other 
more promising branches of trade. ' The Department also curtailed its work- 

I. Bepurtmental operations. 

' 60, The outturn of timber by Eaj Agency fell from 2675 to 1642 

owing mainly to want of a ready market. 

■i 4 
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61. The- outturn of fuel was increased hj about 31S0 cubic 
feet. 3695 maunds of fuel wen-’colleeted from Kniia forest and tliis added 
on to the last yeai'’s balance brought the total to 45S0. Of this 4260 maunds 
were supplied to the central Jail at Jodhpur 

62. 202 maunds of charcoal were prepared in Nana forest. Of this 
153 mairnds were sent to the mint at Jodhpur and the balance sold locallj-. 

63. 3000 bamboos were cut from Nana forest and sent to the sale 
Depot at Pali, and 612 from Desuri Forest were utilized for the state gardrn 
there. 

64. The value of minor produce amounted to Rs. 993/ agaidst 353/ 
during the last year. The increase was due to sale of about 1,800 maunds of 
grass to the state cavalry (Sirdar Risala). 

II. Removals by purchaBcrs. 

65. As stated in para 59 the removal of timber by purchasers fell 
down by 1865 cubic feet, 

66. The outturn of firewood removed b}* purchasers was greatly en- 
hanced, being 63,328 cubic feet in excess of the total last year. The neigh- 
bouring population (chiefly agricultural people) found no crops comming xip 
and had to decide upon some means of sustenance. Collecting fuel from 
forests and selling it to the population removed away from forests was the 
easiest at their command. They therefore very eagerly took to it and brought 
in the said increase. 

ey. 957 maunds of charcoal were also prepared by the purchasers. 

68. 40,225 bamboos were removed by the purchasers ngaint 49,272 
during the last year. There is thus a decrease of 9,047. 

69. Rs. 2,118 were realized by sale of grass and grazing .against 618/ 
last year. There was very little grass to be found elsewhere and the cattle 
flocked into the forest and caused the increase. 

70. Under minor produce Rs. 1,326 were realized as against 
Rs. 1,007 last year. The increase was due to the opening of Siwana and 
Parbatsar Ranges. 

III. Free grants and removal by right holders. 

71. No free grants wore made during the year under report, but pro- 
duce given free to right holders is treated under the head of right holders.

85. Sowings were made in all the Reserves old and new but with 
no good results. The rains held off and the seed in some places did not ger> 
rainatc at all and in others died soon after germination. 

86. In Hemliawas Reserve of the 2,324 plants of the last year many 
died down tlirough tvant of moisture. 

87. liarsan lost similarly and so did Nayagnon and others. 

88. In Murdawa licserve 90 acres were coppiced in the years be- 
fore and the coppice shoots, though thrown back in growth, were doing well. 

89. Famine as a famine was really much to be deplored and the 
country may, so grant Almighty, bo spared the dire scoursige. It hotvever 
created a chance for the utility of these Reserves to be practically realized. 
The ricscrves of Deoli, Mourdaw-a, TJdesi kuwa and Bnmbholai did a good 
service to the agricultural population concerned. They had an abundance 
of grass and they were thrown open to the grazing of the surrounding cattle 
just w'hcn the pinch of fodder famine began to be felt. The people were thus 
through the help of these reserves kept back from migrating in tears to the 
grassy lands of Malwa. It is very strongly recommended that formation of 
such reserves should be carried on from year to year.

Arborieulture. 

91. No new plantations were formed. The plantations at Bis fligh- 
ness’s Bungalow were extended and 2,272 plants made up of 297 mangoes, 
],705 Jaman, 1-72 Nim, 83 Siris, 99 bhishum and 16 miscellaneous were put 
out as under: —

92. 64 mangoes and 3 Jamans were planted out at Bcra Chensookh 
and 225 mangoes at Chopasani,l7 mangoes were planted out at the Swiming 
Bath attached to Thakur Hari Singh's Bungalow. 

93. 3,139 plants of vatious species were utilized in making good 
the failures along roads &c. 

94. The nursery at Beta Chensookh supplied planting material for 
Takhatsagar road and contained 225 plants at close of the year, 

95. The old nursery at Balsamand was kept up and contained 600 
Nim, 150 Shishum, 100 Jaman, 75 Siris, 175 Bakain and 50 pomegranates 
plants. 

96. The nursery in plantation No. 8 at His Highness’s Bungalow had 
lOO Jaman, 1,500 Nim, 200 ohishum and 150 Siris plants at close of the 
year. 

97. Small nurseries were also kept up at Chittar, Plantation No. 7 and 
Badabhakar. 

98. 3,106 pits were dug out and 1846 Kacha Golras prepared for the 
protection of plants. 3,000 cf. of ditch was dug round the nursery at Bera 
Chensookh. 

99. 24,751 plants received no watering while 24,521 did. 

100. The revenue from arboriculture amounted to Be 243/ derived 
chiefly by sale of plants.

CHA PTER VIII.

102. Nanna Mian’s garden and the Raj Bagccha at Jodhpur and the 
Sadri Bund Garden at Sadri wera added to the charge of the department 
during the j^ear. 

103. The Residenc}' and other bungalow gardens were looked after 
as usual and kept in good order. 

104. The Ratanada Garden and the nursery there were kept up and 
the latter contained 600 mango and 1900 Jaman plants at close of the year. 

105. The NannaMian’s garden had about 700 graft Zyzphus plants 
in addition to the dowering plants. 

106. The Desuri Palace gardens were looked after by the Ranger 
there. The rains held off, and very little could he done to improve them. 

107. The Sadri Bund- garden has about 700 fine graft mangoes. A 
nursery was started there further to stock and improve it. Unfortunately 
rains held off and nothing could be done. 

108. At Sewari an area about 2' 5 Bighas was sown with Indian and 
English Vegetables for supply’ of Musahib Ala’s Camp. The camp was sub- 
sequently broken up and the vegetables sent to him at Jodhpur. 

109. As stated in para. 120 of last year’s report cavalry horse con- 
tinued to be supplied with lucerne grass. 

110. The Balsaraand, Mandore and Tnkhtsagar Darogas remained as 
irregular as last year and their work thus could not be included in the report. 

111. The financial results of the gardens, excepting the above three,

As stated 
in para 123 of last year’s report, the Hakumats were ordered to supply the 
necessary Sowars but they never did and mercenary Sowars had to be em- 
ployed as before. I

Panjab, handing over charge to the writer and carrying with him the good 
wishes and regards of all that had an opportunity to work under him. 

114. Forest Ranger Rakheshwar remained in charge of the Desuri 
Range throughout the year. 

115. Forest Ranger Gokal Chand held charge of God war Range and 
supervised the revenue work of the Grassia villages. 

116. Forest Ranger Dowlat Ram was transferred to the newly creat- 
ed Siwana Range, Ranger Chatar Bhnj taking his place in Sojat Range. 
Gbater Bhuj seems inclined to justify the hopes the late Superintendent placed 
in him. 


117. Ranger Jagan Nath held charge of the Raipur Range. He has 
surveyed almost all the Raipur forests and has an excellent wor.k to show. 

118. The office establishment worked satisfactorily.
